3B9, RODRIGUEZ ISLAND (Update). Olof, GOCKV, will once again be active 

as 3B9HA from Rodriguez Island (AF-017) between local sunset Wednesday, 
November 22nd, through local sunrise Monday, December 11th, if all goes 
according to plan. Activity will be holiday style focusing on the low 

bands and CW. Olof informed OPDX he "might also try FT8 QSL via MOOXO or LoTW. 


4S, SRI LANKA. Takayuki, JI1SHQ, has reportedly moved to Sri Lanka (AS-003) 
at the end of June, and will be active as 4S7TNG for the next several 
years. He is preparing his antenna and will soon be able to be on the 

air. Activity will be mainly on 30 and 20 meters using mainly CW. His 
station is an Icom IC-706MK2G transceiver (50w) into a V type Dipole, 
using two mobile whips; its height is approx. 60m.
